BE I T ENACTED BY THE LEGQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXI CO
Section 1. SHORT TITLE --This act may be cited as the “General Appropriation Act of 1999"
Section 2. DEFINITIONS --As used in the General Appropriation Act of 1999:

A.  "agency" nmeans an office, departnent, agency, institution, board, bureau, commi ssion,
court, district attorney, council or commttee of state governnent;

B. "expenditures" means costs, expenses, encunbrances and other financing uses, other than
refunds authorized by |law, recognized in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles for the
| egal |y authorized budget anounts and budget peri od;

C. “federal funds” neans any paynents by the United States governnent to state governnent or
agenci es except those paynments nmade in accordance with the federal M neral Lands Leasing Act;

D. *“full-time equivalent” or “FTE’ neans one or nore authorized positions that together
recei ve conpensation for not nore than two thousand ninety-six hours worked in fiscal year 2000. The
cal cul ati on of hours worked includes conmpensated absences but does not include overtimnme, conpensatory tine
or sick | eave paid pursuant to Section 10-7-10 NVSA 1978;

E. "general fund" means that fund created by Section 6-4-2 NMSA 1978 and includes federa
M neral Lands Leasing Act receipts, but excludes the general fund operating reserve, the appropriation
contingency fund and the risk reserve;

F. "interagency transfers"” means revenue, other than internal service funds, legally
transferred fromone agency to another;

G "internal service funds" neans:

(1) revenue transferred to an agency for the financing of goods or services to another
agency on a cost-rei nbursenent basis; and

(2) unencunbered bal ances in agency internal service fund accounts appropriated by the
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Ceneral Appropriation Act of 1999;

H  "other state funds" neans:

(1) unencunbered, nonreverting bal ances in agency accounts, other than in interna
servi ce funds accounts, appropriated by the General Appropriation Act of 1999;

(2) all revenue avail able to agencies from sources other than the general fund, interna
service funds, interagency transfers and federal funds; and

(3) all revenue, the use of which is restricted by statute or agreenent;

I. "revenue" neans all noney received by an agency from sources external to that agency, net
of refunds and other correcting transactions, other than fromissue of debt, |iquidation of investnents or
as agent or trustee for other governnental entities or private persons; and

J. "unforeseen federal funds” neans a source of federal funds or an increased anount of
federal funds that could not have been reasonably anticipated or known during the first session of the
forty-fourth | egislature and, therefore, could not have been requested by an agency or appropriated by the
| egi sl ature.

Section 3. GENERAL PROVI SIONS. - -

A.  Anounts set out under colum headi ngs are expressed in thousands of dollars.

B. Amounts set out under colum headi ngs are appropriated fromthe source indicated by the
colum heading. Al anpbunts set out under the colum heading “Internal Service Funds/Interagency
Transfers” indicate an intergovernnmental transfer and do not represent a portion of total state governnent
appropriations. Al information designated as “Total s” or “Subtotals” are provided for information and
are not appropriations.

C. Amunts set out in Section 4 of the General Appropriation Act of 1999, or so nuch as nmay
be necessary, are appropriated fromthe indicated source for expenditure in fiscal year 2000 for the
obj ects expressed.

D.  Unencunbered bal ances in agency accounts renmaining at the end of fiscal year 1999 shal
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revert to the general fund by October 1, 1999, unless otherw se indicated in the General Appropriation Act
of 1999 or otherw se provided by | aw.

E. Unencunbered bal ances in agency accounts renai ning at the end of fiscal year 2000 shal
revert to the general fund by October 1, 2000, unless otherw se indicated in the General Appropriation Act
of 1999 or otherw se provided by | aw.

F. The state budget division shall nonitor revenue received by agencies from sources other
than the general fund and shall reduce the operating budget of any agency whose revenue from such sources
is not nmeeting projections. The state budget division shall notify the |legislative finance conmttee of
any operating budget reduced pursuant to this subsection

G  Except as otherwi se specifically stated in the General Appropriation Act of 1999,
appropriations are made in that act for the expenditures of agencies and for other purposes as required by
existing law for fiscal year 2000. |If any other act of the first session of the forty-fourth legislature
changes existing lawwith regard to the name or responsibilities of an agency or the name or purpose of a
fund or distribution, the appropriation nade in the General Appropriation Act of 1999 shall be transferred
fromthe agency, fund or distribution to which an appropriation has been made as required by existing | aw
to the appropriate agency, fund or distribution provided by the new | aw

H In August, Cctober, Decenmber and May of fiscal year 2000, the department of finance and
adm nistration, in consultation with the staff of the |legislative finance comm ttee and ot her agenci es,
shal | prepare and present revenue estimates to the |legislative finance committee. |If these revenue
estimates indicate that revenues and transfers to the general fund, excluding transfers to the genera
fund operating reserve, the risk reserve, the appropriation contingency fund or the state-support reserve
fund, as of the end of fiscal year 2000, are not expected to neet appropriations fromthe general fund,
then the departnment shall present a plan to the legislative finance conmttee that outlines the methods by
whi ch the administration proposes to address the deficit.

. Pursuant to Sections 6-3-23 through 6-3-25 NMBA 1978, agenci es whose revenue from
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unf oreseen federal funds, fromstate board of finance |oans, fromrevenue appropriated by other acts of
the legislature, or fromgifts, donations, bequests, insurance settlenents, refunds, or paynents into
revol ving funds exceed specifically appropriated anbunts may request budget increases fromthe state
budget division. |If approved by the state budget division, such noney is appropriated. In approving a
budget increase from unforeseen federal funds, the director of the state budget division shall advise the
| egislative finance comrittee as to the source of the federal funds and the source and ampunt of any

mat chi ng funds required.

J. For fiscal year 2000, the nunber of permanent and termfull-time equival ent positions
specified for each agency shows the maxi num nunber of enpl oyees intended by the |egislature for that
agency, unl ess another provision of the General Appropriation Act of 1999 or another act of the first
session of the forty-fourth |egislature provides for additional enployees.

K. Except for gasoline credit cards used solely for operation of official vehicles and
tel ephone credit cards used solely for official business, none of the appropriations contained in the
Ceneral Appropriation Act of 1999 may be expended for paynent of credit card invoices.

L. To prevent unnecessary spending, expenditures fromthe General Appropriation Act of 1999
for gasoline for state-owned vehicles at public gasoline service stations shall be made only for
sel f-service gasoline; provided that a state agency head may provi de exceptions fromthe requirenment to
accommodat e di sabl ed persons or for other reasons the public interest may require.

M  \When approvi ng operating budgets based on appropriations in the General Appropriation Act
of 1999, the state budget division is specifically authorized to approve only those budgets that are in
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles for the purpose of properly classifying other

fi nanci ng sources and uses, including interfund, intrafund and interagency transfers.
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N.  Laws 1998, Chapter 116, Section 4 is repealed effective July 1, 1999.

Section 10. CERTAIN FI SCAL YEAR 2000 BUDGET ADJUSTMENTS AUTHORI ZED - -

(6) "division transfer" neans an approved transfer of funds from one division of an
agency to anot her division of that agency, provided that the annual cunul ative effect of division
transfers shall not increase or decrease the appropriation to any division by nore than seven and one-hal f
percent;

(7) "expenditures" neans costs, expenses, encunbrances and other financing uses, other
than refunds authorized by |aw, recognized in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles for
the legally authorized budget anmounts and budget peri od;

(8) "federal funds" means any paynents by the United States government to state
governnent or agenci es except those paynments nade in accordance with the federal Mneral Lands Leasi ng Act
and except those paynents made in accordance with the federal tenporary assistance for needy famlies
bl ock grant and the federal Wrkforce |Investnent Act;

(9) "interagency transfers” neans revenue, other than internal service funds, legally
transferred fromone agency to another;

(10) "internal service funds" neans:

(a) revenue transferred to an agency for the financing of goods or services to
anot her agency on a cost-rei nmbursenment basis; and

(b) unencunbered bal ances in agency internal service fund accounts;
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(11) "other state funds" neans:
(a) unencunbered, nonreverting bal ances in agency accounts, other than in interna
servi ce funds accounts;
(b) all revenue avail able to agencies from sources other than the general fund,
i nternal service funds, interagency transfers and federal funds; and
(c) all revenue, the use of which is restricted by statute or agreenent;
(12) "program’ means a set of activities undertaken in accordance with a plan of action
and organi zed to realize clearly defined, nmeasurable goals and objectives;
(13) "revenue" nmeans all noney received by an agency from sources external to that
agency, net of refunds and other correcting transactions, other than fromissue of debt, |iquidation of
i nvestnents or as agent or trustee for other governmental entities or private persons;
(14) "subprogram® neans a nore narrowy defined part of a set of activities undertaken
in accordance with a plan of action and organized to realize clearly defined, neasurable goals and
obj ectives; and
(15) "unforeseen federal funds" neans a source of federal funds or an increased amount
of federal funds that could not have been reasonably anticipated or known during the second session of the

D. Pursuant to Sections 6-3-23 through 6-3-25 NVBA 1978, agenci es whose revenue from
unf oreseen federal funds, fromstate board of finance |oans, fromrevenue appropriated by other acts of
the legislature, or fromgifts, grants, donations, bequests, insurance settlenents, refunds, or paynents
into revolving funds exceed specifically appropriated anbunts nmay request budget increases fromthe state
budget division. If approved by the state budget division, such noney is appropriated. In approving a
budget increase fromunforeseen federal funds, the director of the state budget division shall advise the

| egislative finance comrittee as to the source of the federal funds and the source and ampunt of any
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mat chi ng funds required.
Section 11. BUDGET REVI EW AND ADJUSTMENT PRQIECT. - -

A. The state budget division and the | egislative finance conmttee shall conduct a joint
executive-| egislative "budget review and adjustnent project"” involving select executive agencies that is
designed to provide the executive and |legislature with the ability to nonitor and anal yze the existing
budget adj ustnent procedures and to strengthen the accountability of the budget adjustnent request
process. The project shall be structured by the state budget division and the | egislative finance
committee so as to provide the executive and the legislature with the necessary information and tools to
effectively eval uate expenditures for necessary governnent functions and to provide | ong-range stewardship
of state assets.

B. The agencies are the attorney general, the taxation and revenue departnent, the genera
services departnment, the state fair, the state engi neer, the human services departnment, the departnent of
health, the children, youth and fam lies departnment, the corrections departnment, the road betternent
di vision of the state highway and transportation department, the state investnent council, the educationa
retirenment board and the public enpl oyees retirenent association.

C. The project shall establish the nmechani smfor budget increases or category, division, or
i nteragency transfers of the agencies identified in Subsection B of this section, including a procedure
for certification of the need for an increase or category, division, or interagency transfer. In addition
to the procedures provided in Sections 6-3-23 through 6-3-25 NMSA 1978 for request and approval of a
budget adj ustnent, budget increases or category, division, or interagency transfers allowed in this
section for the agencies are subject to the conditions and procedures provided in Subsections D and E of
this section.

D. As a condition precedent to an approval by the departnent of finance and adm ni stration of
a budget increase or category, division, or interagency transfer for an agency, the departnment shal

certify to the legislative finance conmmttee that a request neets the foll owi ng conditions:
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(1) the agency is not requesting budget increase authority or category, division, or
i nteragency transfer authority to fund a purpose or programthat has not been approved by the |egislature
for that agency;

(2) the agency is not requesting an expansion to fund a program change that was not
approved by the |egislature;

(3) the agency certifies that an energency or a serious change in circunstance exists that
requi res i medi ate funding; and

(4) the agency is not attenpting, either directly or indirectly, to delegate its powers and
duti es.

E. Upon receipt of the certification by the department of finance and adm nistration that a
budget increase or category, division, or interagency transfer request pursuant to the project neets the
conditions set out in Subsection D of this section, the legislative finance committee may rai se objections
to the certification within thirty days of receipt of the certification. If no objections are raised by
the legislative finance conmttee within that time, the conmttee is deened to have concurred with the
certification by the departnment. |If the legislative finance comrttee raises objections to the
certification, it shall attenpt to resolve the issues with the state budget division pursuant to the
procedures devel oped for the project. The |legislative finance commttee may hold hearings on its
objections to any certification. If the amount of the request is two hundred fifty thousand dollars
($250,000) or nore and the objections are not resol ved satisfactorily through the project, the |legislative
finance conmttee shall nake reconmendations to the legislature regarding the certification. The agencies
agree to be bound by the ternms of the project and the departnment of finance and adm nistration agrees to
wait until the legislative finance conmttee either concurs with the certification or until the issue is
determned by legislative action. If the | egislature does not act on the budget increase or budget
transfer request by the end of the next legislative session, it is deened approved.

F. The agenci es may request increases or category, division, or interagency transfers as
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fol | ows:

(1) attorney general, for budget increases fromthe consuner protection fund,

(2) taxation and revenue departnent, for budget increases fromother state funds;

(3) general services departnent, for budget increases fromother state funds and
i nternal service funds/interagency transfers;

(4) state fair, for budget increases fromother state funds;

(5) state engineer, for category and division transfers from personal services and

enpl oyee benefits;

(6) human services departnent, for budget increases fromother state funds;

(7) departnment of health, for budget increases fromother state funds;

(8) the children, youth and fanmilies departnent, for budget increases fromother state
funds and internal service funds/interagency transfers;

(9) corrections departnment, for budget increases fromother state funds and budget
transfers anong institutions and the adult institutions division director; and

(10) the road betternent division of the state highway and transportation departnent, for
budget transfers from any program or subprogramw thin the division to any other program or subprogram
wi thin the division.

G As part of the budget review and adjustnent project, the department of finance and

adm ni stration and the legislative finance conmttee shall receive and evaluate quarterly reports fromthe
state investnent council, the educational retirenment board and the public enpl oyees retirenment
associ ation. The reports shall include the foll ow ng information:

(1) fund performance;

(2) changes in asset allocation;

(3) investnment policies;

(4) amount of internal and external managenent and custody fees and transaction fees by
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asset type; and
(5) copies of proposed or actual contracts over one hundred thousand dollars ($100, 000).
Section 12. APPROPRI ATI ON REDUCTI ON.-- All ampunts set out under the general fund colum in Section 4
of the General Appropriation Act of 1999 to the right of the decimal point shall be reduced to zero. This
provi sion shall not apply to any object of appropriation that would be elimnated or to agenci es whose
general fund appropriation totals less than two mllion dollars ($2,000,000). The departnent of finance
and administration shall adjust all totals, rates of distribution and | anguage accordi ngly.

Section 13. APPROPRI ATI ON CONTI NGENCY FUND --1f bal ances in the appropriation contingency fund are
not sufficient to pay for energency declarati ons made by executive order pursuant to Section 6-7-2 NVSA
1978, the departnent of finance and administration may transfer fromthe general fund operating reserve
t he anpbunt necessary to neet the expenses of the emergencies not to exceed ten mllion dollars
(%10, 000, 000) .

Section 14. FUND TRANSFERS. - - Any unexpended or unencunbered bal ance remaining in the state-support
reserve fund at June 30, 1999 shall be transferred to the general fund operating reserve on June 30, 1999.

Section 15. TRANSFER AUTHORITY.--I1f revenues and transfers to the general fund, excluding transfers
to the general fund operating reserve, appropriation contingency fund, risk reserve and public schoo
st at e-support reserve, as of the end of fiscal year 1999, are not sufficient to neet appropriations, the
governor, with state board of finance approval, may transfer at the end of that year the amount necessary
to neet the year’s obligations fromthe unencunbered bal ance remaining in the general fund operating
reserve in a total not to exceed seventy nmillion dollars ($70,000,000). |If revenues and transfers to the
general fund, excluding transfers to the general fund operating reserve, appropriation contingency fund,
risk reserve and public school state-support reserve, as of the end of fiscal year 2000, are not
sufficient to neet appropriations, the governor, with state board of finance approval, may transfer at the
end of that year the anobunt necessary to neet the year’s obligations fromthe unencunbered bal ance

remaining in the general fund operating reserve in a total not to exceed ten mllion dollars
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(%10, 000, 000) .
Section 16. SEVERABILITY.--1f any part or application of this act

is held invalid,

t he remmi nder or

its application to other situations or persons shall not be affected.
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
